Two youngsters were injured when struck by cars on Main 
Street this past week. 

Fortunately, botn accidents resulted In but minor injuries. 

This can be attri6uted to alertness of drivers and the restricted 
speed zones in which the mishaps occurred. 

They could have been worse. * : 

This fact; however, can be of but small consolation to parents 
who now must look ahead to the vacation period when their young- 
sters will be exposed to the hazards of the road all day rather than 
in just going to and from school. 

We don't know of a home, a church or a school where a regular- 
ly planned program of child safety is not practiced in one form or 
another. 

This is as it should be. 

But how long can a youngster retain the tenants of safe con- 
duct when his mind is filled with thoughts of that ne>tt popsicle, the 
tittle League game or the numberless other thoughts of the young? 

Education of children on safety and the dangers of the high- 
way must be a continuing thing. 

But the burden of responsibility now and in the future must 
continue to rest on the shoulders of the motorist. He is the one 
vtho must provide for those temporary lapses in young judgment.

' • The Lake County Civic League is doing a fine thing in giving long over- 
due recognition to public officials who perform a meritorious service in pro- 
tecting the pocketbooks of the taxpayers in Lake County, but it would be 
interesting to learn the manner in which they have gone about 
in selecting their nominees for the inaugural Jack E. Sams 
Award., 

Two of the nominees for the award, Supervisor Joseph P» 
Welch, of Cuba Township, and Assistant Supervisor Frank B. 
Peers, of Deerfield Township, are members of the county 
board who appear to be almost direct opposite) in their ap- 
proach to board problems. 

Supervisor Welch has been more 'noted for his long 
speeches on economy than for his direct action and voting on 
the same subject. ' .. ** 

It is normal for Supervisor Welch to give lip service 
Out kin to economy and to wage a verbal fight for appearances sake, 

but he can usually be found among those voting "Aye" on any matter that 
b going to cost money unless it appears that the subject under discussion will 
benefit some other part of. the county more than it will the southwest corner 
of Lake County. 

This, of course, makes him very popular in Cuba Township, but limits 
his value as a representative of the entire county. 

Supervisor Peers presents a more liberal and progressive image to the 
board, supporting projects and programs that are going to make Lake County 
a better place in which to live even if it means spending more money. 

It's probably only a coincidence, but Supervisor Peers is not given to long 
speeches setting himself up as a "watchdog of the treasury." 

State Representative W. J. Murphy, of Antioch, is another nominee for 
the Sams Award and will probably be more deserving of it at, the end of this 
term of the legislature than perhaps he has been thus far because with a Demo- 
cratic administration in the saddle in Springfield he can be counted on to re- 
gard all expenditures with a jaundiced eye. 

Rep. Murphy's long suit in the legislature has been more in line with, 
guarding 'home rule" and keeping out ' the influence of the great outside 
world than seeing that the taxpayers of Illinois receive full protection. 

Automatic opposition to expenditures does not necessarily make a super- 
visor or legislator a good representative of the people unless he follows up his 

opposition with positive steps to eliminate unnecessary spending and waste.

Speaking of Rep. Murphy, we wonder if his opposition to a state park 
lodge would have been as strong if it had been located in the Chain CLakes 
Park where we think it would have better served the people of the state. 

Rep. Murphy's suggestion that the handsome new lodge at Illinois Beach 
State Park be told seems like an expensive way to get out from under a "white 
etcpl)int." 

A review of the operation, which has -had few good reports, and an ef- 
fort in the legislature to provide for the opening of a cocktail lounge to in- 
crease its appeal, might be more advisable at this time. 

Somehow we can't envision any reputable hotel operator bailing out the 

state at anywhere near the cost of the building.

Early Spring Care 
Will Boost YieM 
Of Berry Bushes 

The pruning of the red raspberry 
plants should be done now 'before 
the growth starts, according to Leo 
Smith, county .agricultural agent.- ' 

Where raspberries . are grown -in 
the row system about three or four 
of the stronger canes are left for 
each foot of row. If the hill sys- 
tem is used, about eight canes are 
left per hill. All weak canes should 
be cut. The remaining fruiting 
canes should be cut back not more 
than a fourth of their length. If 
the fruiting canes have side branch- 
es it is well to remove them. 

After the raspberry crop is picked, 
the canes that fruited should be re- 
moved and burned to keep^rlown 
disease and insect problems. If last 
year's fruiting canes Have not been 
removed that is the first job in the 
spring pruning. 

, With black raspberries, the sum- 
mer pruning is of 'utmost 1 ' Import- 
ance. The tips of the new shoots 
are pinched out , when they reach 
24 inches in height. This induces 
good side branching. Then at this 
time of the year, these side branches 
are cut back to 12 Inches in length. 
Four or five of the best canes are 
left for each hill and secured to a 
trellis or stake.' 

The pruning of purple raspberries 
is similar to black raspberries. The 
summer pruning Is done when the 
new shoots are 30 Inches tall. Then 
at this time of year, the side 
branches are cut back to two feet 
in lengfti. 

The first spray for raspberries 
should be applied when the leaf 
buds are showing from one-half to 
three-quarters of an inch of green 
color. At this" time, Elgetol or 
Krenite are used to control spur 
blight and anthracnose, the two 
most common diseases of rasp- 
berries.

"Lake- County's scores of lakes 
are more than ^popular recreation 
areas; they cant be ambushes for 
death and tragedy," Coroner Robert 
H. Babcox warned today as thous- 
and prepared to head for the lakes 
for Memorial Day outings, . - < 

Recalling past family outinga 
that ended in grief, Babcox said, 
"Jimmy was a blue-eyed, blond- 
haired, six-year-old boy, loved by 
his parents and idolized by his old- 
er brother,, and' sister. He was for- 
ever awed at the joy and' the mys- 
terious wonder of a six-year-old's 
World. 

"When I met Jimmy, the volun- 
teer firemen were taking him from 
the water of one of our lakes; his 
blue eyes were clouded; his blonde 
hair was matted with mud, sand and 
weeds. His hands were in an out- 
stretched position, as if he were 
asking for someone to reach down 
and pick him up. Jimmy would 
never have the opportunity to grow 
up and enter into business Vith his 
father. 

"It is difficult enough to answer 
a call involving a person who has 
managed to outsmart the grfm reap- 
er through his early years but a 
child of six will tear the heart out 
of the most caltous person," Bab- 
cox said. 

"I play a game with myself; I 
just will'' not admit' that this body 
was ever a living human. I will 
not give it a personality. 

"As Coroner of Lake County, I 
can't have a weak stomach or emo- 
tions other people might have; nor 
can I have a memory which might 
haunt me in my later years. I have 
developed a knack of forgetting an 
incident such as Jimmy almost as 
soon as it happens. 

"In the past ten years as Coroner 
of Lake County you might wonder 
how much I have seen. I try not to 
remember but I would venture a 
guess somewhere in the excess of 
4,000 dead bodies. Included in the 
4,000 dead, of course, are those who 
died suddenly from natural causes, 
but we also have the utterly sense- 
less slaughter on our highways, the 
said and pathetic drownings, the 
careless accidents around the home, 
violent deaths of all types and caus- 
es, of which better than 80 per cent 
could have been avoided had the 
victim or other responsible people 
just used some good old common 
sense. 

"Only too many times have I re- 
ceived a call of a bad accident a 
; then upon my arrival at the funera 
' home found the broken, battered 
body lying on the morgue table 
to be that of a friend. To me our 
horrible death toll on the highways 
and the sens'oless loss of life in our 
lakes means 

1. Young boys who will never 
enjoy the thrill of their first hunt- 
ing or fishing trip with their father, 
their first date, or their first high 
school football game. 

2. Young girls who will never 
go shopping with their mothers, or 
experience the thrill of their first 
formal dance. 

3. Strong men who are suddenly 
taken from their families; men who 
will never have the experience of 
walking down the aisle to give their 
daughters away v in marriage. 

4. Mothers who will never know 



the satisfaction of watching their 
grandchildren grow up. 

5. Beautiful young ladles' killed 
suddenly, hardly recognizable. 

"Perhaps I have been wrong to 
share" some of my experiences with 
you but I feet if, somhow, I can 
just reach one of you or prompt 
you to think it over, to slow down 
and start using your head for some- 
thing beside a hat rack, then perhaps 
I will be > able to sleep better at 
night, knowing that I have exhaust- 
ed every means possible to make 
this a safe and sane summer."
